Regulation 5, Classification,

(c) Delicatessen stands may sell canned fish, cooked 
meats, salads, soft cheese, home cooked dishes, smoked sausage, fish 
ready to eat, and relishes, 

(f) Dairy product stands may sell gheese, butter, but— 
ter substitutes, milk, cream and eggs, 

(g) Bakery stands may sell bread, rolls, crackers, cakes,

(n) Fruit and vegetable stands may sell fresh fruit and 
vegetables, 

(i) Florist stands may sell cut flowers, potted plants, 
bulbs, and flower seeds.

Regulation 6. Sanitation. 
Section 1. Standholders must keep their stands in a neat and

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Sec, 2, Standholders shall clean their stands daily inside and 
ourside, including the floors of the stands, before leaving them, 

Sec, 4%, Each standholder shall provide and keep in his stand 
receptacles of approved pattern and size, stenciled with his stand number, 
and shall deposit all garbage and rubbish therein, 

Sec, 4, At the close of business each day all rubbish and 
garbage shall be removed by the standholder and deposited in the large 
receptatvles in the court and he shall immediately clean his receptacles 
thoroughly at the places provided for that purpose and in the mamer 
specified by the Spperintendent, 

Sec. 5. No article in an wunwholesome or offensive condition 
shall be kept, offered for sale, or sold in or about Center Market, 

Sec, 6, Standholders and their employees when working in the 
market shall wear either a full length white apron or coat, or white 
overalls and jacket, unless otherwise permitted by the Superintendent. 
Care shall be taken to present a clean and respectable appearance during 
market hours, Hands and garments must be kept clean, 

Sec, 7. Articles offered for sale shall be exposed in or on 
clean, attractive containers, trays, or counters, and every precaution 
taken to keep the goods offered for sale free from contact with dust, 
dirt, flies, or other contamination, 

Sec. 8, Persons afflicted with any contagious or communicable 
disease shall not be employed or work in Center Market. 

Sec. 9. Tools, implements and equipment shall be cleaned 
thoroughly and to the satisfaction of the Superintendent at the close 
of each day's business, 

Sec. 10. Racks, hooks, trays, display counters and all other

Regulation 7. Personal Conduct.

Section 1, The storer shall furnish at or prior to delivery of 
goods for storage a manifest shgwing marks, brands, or sizes to be kept 
and accounted for separately. 

Unless otherwise instructed, goods will be stored in bulk or in 
lots at the discretion of the Superintendent and will be billed accord- 
ingly. 

The word "lot" as used herein means a particular lot of goods to 
which a separate lot number is given when received at the warehouse, 
Delivery of the whole or any part of such lots shall be made without 
subsequent sorting, except by special arrangement whereby an extra 
charge shall be made as prévided in Section 7. 

Sec, 2, Written orders signed in writing by the storer, identify- 
ing the goods, will be required before delivery will be made, Goods 
must be ordered out by lot numbers, if lot mumbers have been assigned, 

Sec. 3. The Superintendent will not contract for storage space 
in advance of the receipt of the goods unless the goods to be stored 
are in transit to the warehouse. No lot will be accepted for storage 
for less than the monthly rate and the charge therefor shall date from 
_ the receipt of the goods, No storage charge shall be for less than 
fifty cents for the first month and twenty five cents for each succeed- 
ing month, The initial cooling or freezing is included in the first 
month's storage charge, When the expiring day falls on Sunday or a 
degal holiday or the day preceding Sunday or a legal holiday, the next 
business day will be the expiring day. 

When goods in storage are transferred on the books from one 
party to another, the storage rate and the expiration date will remain 
the same as if no transfer had been made, ummless such transfer involves 
rehandling of the goods when a charge will be made as provided in 
Section 7, 

When rates are quoted by weight, they shall be computed on gross 
weight and two thousand (2000) pounds shall constitute 2 ton. 

Sec, 4, Storage rates do not include insurance, cartage or 
drayage, Reasonable effort will be made to obtain efficient cartage 
to or from the warehouse whenever such arrangements are necessary at 
. the prevailing rates for such service, Demurrage will not be absorbed 
but reasonable diligence will be used to unload cars promptly. 

If storage bills are not paid when due, the Superintendent is 
authorized, after giving ten days! written notice to the owner of record 
thereof, to sell such part thereof as may be necessary at private or 
public sale as he may determine to pay such storage charges together 
with the cost of such sale, returning the balance to the owner.

Sec. ll. Rates for storage privileges may be obtained upon appli- 
cation to the Superintendent. 

Sec. 12. The right to move goods from one room to another is reserved. 

Regulation 9. Farmers Market. 


Section 1, The use of any space designated by the Superintendent 
for market purposes on B street between 7th and $th streets without a 
permit is prohibited. Permits may be obtained from the watchmen.

The occupancy or use of a stand, space or other privilege 
in or around Center Market will not be permitted until a lease, contract, or 
permit is made or granted by the Secretary or his duly authorized representa- 
tive, except as hereinafter provided. Persons occupying space under lease or 
holding contracts or permits for privileges in or around Center Market when the 
Secretary assumes control thereof must make application within thirty days there 
after for the renewal of such privileges, if renewal is desired, and may continue 
in such cccupancy and enjoy such privileges without interruption until action has 
been taken upon their application. 

Sec. 2. No lease for the vse or occupancy of any stand, stall or space 
in Center Market will be executed until a written application is filed with 
the Superintendent and approved by the Secretary. Forms perscribed for that 
purpose may be obtained from the Superintendent. 

Sec. 3. The application for lease shall be written in English, shall 
state truly the information contained therein, and shall be subscribed and 
sworn to by the applicant. 

Sec. 4. The application shall state and contain the following: (a) 

The name and business address of the applicant; (b) If a partnership, the name 
and business address of each partner and their respective financial interests 
in the partnership; (c) Ifa corporation, its name and business address, where 
incorporated, and the names and addresses of its officers and directors; (d) 

A statement showing financial resources and how much the assets exceed the 
total liabilities; (e) A statement of experience if any in the business for 
which application is made; (f) Whether goods to be offered for sale are to 

be bought for cash, on credit, or to be handled on consignrent} (g) Whether 
business to be conducted is wholesale, retail, or wholesale and retail; (h) 
The commodity or commodities to be offered for sale; (i) Whether the applicant 
is interested financially, directly or indirectly, in any other stand, stall or 
privilege in Center Market, or whether any other applicant, lease holder, privi- 
lege holder, or permittee has or will have any financial interest, directly or 
indirectly, in the business which the applicant proposes to conduct in Center 
Market, and if so, the name of such person and his interest therein should be 
stated, (j) An agreement to keep such accounts and records as will permit the 
submission to the Superintendent of a report as and when he may require it with 
in five days after demand therefor, showing gross purchases or cost value of 
goods sold, gross sales, cost value and quantity of goods on hand, gross prof- 
it, expense, net profit, and a detailed statement of assets and liabilities, 
and to give access at any and all times to all accounts and records per- 
taining to the business conducted in Center Market to the Secretary or his 
duly authorized representative; (k) An agreement that the applicant 
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will not enter into any understanding with any other lessee, permittee, 

or privilege holder (other than a person having a known substantial 
pecuniary interest in the business to be conducted by him in Center Market) 
for the establishment or maintenance of any price or prices at which any 
article shall be bought, offered for sale, or sold; that the applicant will 
not make or enter into any contract, agreement, or understanding with ref- 
erence to purchases of any article under or through which he restricts his 
right to fix the resale price of such article; that the applicant will not 
make or enter into any contract, agreement, or understanding, with any 

other lessee, permittee, or privilege holder, under or through which he would 
be bound not to buy from or sell to any other person; that the applicant will 
deal with the public impartially; and that the applicant will notify the 
Superintendent immediately of any change in his affairs by which any person 
becomes directly or indirectly interested in the business conducted in Center 
Market; (1) Whether the applicant is a citizen of the United States and if 
not whether naturalization has been applied for; and, if so, the date and place 
of such application; (m) Business and personal references; 

Sec. 5. The applicant shall at any time furnish such additional ine 
formation as the Secretary or his duly authorized representative may require. 

Sec. 6. No lease will be executed for a period longer than twelve 
months nor to extend beyond June 30 of any year. 

Sec. 7. Application for the renewal of a lease, or extension thereof, 
shall be made to the Superintendent in the manner and cn the form prescribed 
by Secticns 3 and 4 hereof, and shall as to all leases made before June 1 
of any year be filed with ths Superintendent not less than thirty days nor 
more than sixty days before the date of the expiration of the lease. 

Sec. 8. The holder of a lease may termirate anc abandon his lease at 
the end cf any month after thirty days’ written notice to the Superintendent 
of his intention, giving his reason therefor. 

Sec. 9. No lease, contract, or permit, or any interest therein, shall 
be assigned, transferred or sublet. 

Sec. 10. The wilful failure on the part of any lessee to comply with 
any provision of the Act or any regulation, or any wilful misstatement of 
fact in his application for the lease, will be sufficient cause for the 
Secretary to terminate and cancel such lease. 

Sec. 11. If at any time the Secretary is satisfied that any lessee 
or the holder of any privilege in Center Market is guilty of overcharging, 
extortion, profiteering, or making any unconscionable bargain or sale, he may 
without recourse to any judicial tribunal cause such person forthwith and 
summarily to be ejected therefrom, together with his goods and wares, ex- 
cept such portion thereof as may be held by the Secretary or his duly author- 
ized representative, pending the payment of moneys owing to the Government by 
the lessse or privilege holder, and forever afterward deny him the privilege 
of trading or being employed in Center Market in any capacity whatsoever. 

Sec. 12. All payments arising from leases, contracts, permits, or 
privileges in Center Market shall be made in advance, without discount, at 
the office of the Superintendent, except that the Superintendent may ex- 
tend the time for payment of storage charges in accordance with good 
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business practices when in his judgment the interests of the United 
states will not be prejudiced thereby. All bills due when rendered. 
sec. 13. Stand rentals, published storage, and service charges 
and all other charges for privileges in Center Market in force and ef— 
fect upon assumption of control by the Secretary will remain unchanged, 
except as changed by law, until notice of change is given by the Super— 


intendent Information regarding rates may be obtained at the offices 
of the sup erintendent. 
Se 14. All rents, unless otherwise provided, are due and pay- 


able in ee @ at the office of the Superintendent on the first business 
day of each calendar month. 


Regulation 5. Classification. 


section 1. Ths occupant of a stand or space will be permitted 
to sell at his stand or space only those articles designated in his 
lease or sient 

Sec. 2. The following general classification will govern, un- 
less it is proven to the satisfaction of the Secretary through the Super— 
intendent that changes therein will bs to the advantage of the patrons 
of the market stands: 

(a) Butcher stands may sell fresh meats only, which in- 
clude beef, pork, lamb, mutton, veal and beef corned by the standholder. 

(b) Cured meat stands may sell cured meats which in- 
cludes bacon, dried, smoked, salted and pickeled meats, cooked ham and 
tongue, sausage and pork products, lard and lard substitutes. 

(c) Fish stands may sell fresh fish, shell fish, and 
smoked and cured fish. 

(d) Poultry stands may sell poultry, including chick-— 
ens, ducks, geese, turkeys, guineas, and such game as may lawfully be 
sold. 

(e) Delicatessen stands may sell canned fish, cooked 
meats, salads, soft cheese, home cooked dishes, smoked sausage, fish 
ready to eat, and relishes. 

(f) Dairy products stands may sell cheese, butter, but— 
ter substitutes, milk, cream and eggs. 

(g) Bakery stands may sell bread, rolls, crackers, cakes, 
pastry and confections. 

(h) Fruit and vegetable stands may sell fresh fruit and 
vegetables. 

(i) Florist stands may sell cut flowers, potted plants, 
bulbs, and flower seed. 

(j) Grocery stands may sell tea, coffee, spices, staples, 
package, canned and bottled goods. 

(k) Stands for the sale of miscellaneous articles may 
sell any article not aboved named as may be designated in their lease or 
permitted by the Superintendent. 


Regulation 6. Sanitation. 


Section 1. Standholders must keep their stands in a neat and 
sanitary condition satisfactory to the Superintendent and display their 
articles attractively. 
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Sec. 2. Standholders shall clean their stands daily inside and 
outside, including the floors of the stands, before leaving them. 

Sec. 3, Each standholder shall provide and keep in his stand 
receptacles of approved pattern and size, stenciled with his stand number, 
and shall deposit all garbage and rubbish therein. 

Sec. 4. By the close of business each day all rubbish and 
garbage shall be removed by the standholder and deposited in the large 
receptacles in the court and he shall immediately clean his receptacles 
thoroughly at the places provided for that purpose and in the manner 
specified by the Superintendent. 

Sec. 5. No article in an unwholesome or offensive condition 
shall be kept, offered for sale, or sold in or about Center Market. 

Sec. 6. Standholders and their employees when working in the 
market shall wear either a full length white apron or coat, or white 
overalls and jacket, unless otherwise permitted by the Superintendent, 
Care shall be taken to present a clean and respectable appearance during 
market hours. Hands and garments must be kept clean, 

Sec. 7. Articles offered for sale shall be exposed in or on 
clean, attractive containers, trays, or counters, and every precaution 
taken to keep the goods offered for sale free from contact with dust, 
dirt, flies, or other contamination. 

Sec. 8. Persons afflicted with any contagious or communicable 
disease shall not be employed or work in Center Market. 

Sec. 9, Tools, implements and equipment shall be cleaned 
thoroughly and to the satisfaction of the Superintendent at the close 
of each day’s business. 

Sec, 10. Racks, hooks, trays, display counters and all other 
equipment shall be kept in a clean and attractive condition. 

Sec. 11. Expectorating except in places especially provided 
therefor is prohibited. 

Sec, 12. Bringing dogs and other live animals into the market 
is forbidden. 


Regulation 7. Personal Conduct. 


Section 1. Disorderly conduct of any character, loud or boister- 
ous noises will not be allowed in Center Market. 

Sec. 2. Idling, lounging, peddling and soliciting will not be 
allowed in Center Market. 

Sec. 3. The crying or hawking of articles for sale in Center 
Market is forbidden. 

Sec. 4. Canvassing or distributing of handbills or other circu- 
lars is forbidden. 

Sec. 5. Persons who are disorderly, intoxicated or afflicted 
with loathsome and contagious disease will not be allowed in Center Market. 

Sec. 6. Smoking in any of the cold storage rooms or passageways 
leading thereto and on freight elevators is dangerous and is prohibited. 
Smoking and other use of tobacco by standholders and their employees when 
serving the public in Center Market during market hours is prohibited. 

Sec. 7. Unbecoming comment of any sort concerning women, in- 
cluding whistling or any other means to attract attention, is forbidden, 

Sec. 8. Profanity and obscene conversation is prohibited. 
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Regulation 8. Cold Storage. 


Section 1. The storer shall furnish at or prior to delivery of 
goods for storage a manifest showing marks, brands, or sizes to be kept 
and accounted for separately. 

Unless otherwise instructed, goods will be stored in bulk or in 
lots at the discretion of the Superintendent and will be billed eccord- 
ingly. 

The word "lot" as used herein means a particular lot of goods to 
which a separate lot number is given when received at the warehouse, 
Delivery of the whole or any part of such lots shall be made without 
subsequent sorting, except by special arrangement whereby an oxtra 
charge shail be made as provided by Section 7, 

Sec, 2. Written orders signed in writing by the storer, identify- 
ing the goods, will be required before delivery will be made. Goods 
must be ordered out by lot numbers, if lot numbers have been assigned. 

Sec. 3. The Suporintendent will not contract for storage space 
in advance of the recsipt of the goods unless the goods to be stored 
are in transit to the warehouse. No lot will be accepted for storage 
for less than the monthly rate and the charge therefor shall date from 
the receipt of the goods. No storage charge shall be for less than 
fifty cents for the first month and twenty five cents for each succeed— 
ing month. Ths initial cooling or freezing is included in the first 
month's storage charge. When the expiring day falls on Sunday or a 
legal holiday or the day preceding Sunday or a legal holiday, the next 
business day will be the expiring day. 

When goods in storage are transferred on the books from one 
party to another, the storage rate and the expiration date will remain 
the same as if no transfer had been made, unless such transfor involves 
rehandling of the goods when a charge will be made as provided in 
Section 7. 

When rates are quoted by weight, they shall be computed on gross 
weight and two thousand (2000) pounds shall constitute a ton. 

Sec, 4 Storage rates do not include insurance, cartage or 
drayage. Reasonable effort will be made to obtain efficient cartage 
to or from the warehouss whenever such arrangements are necessary at 
the prevailing rates for such service. Demurrage will not be absorbed 
but reasonable diligence will be used to unload cars promptly. 

I? storage bills are not paid when due, the Superintendent is 
authorized, after giving ten days' written notice to the owner of record 
thereof, to soll such part thereof as may be necessary at private or 
public sale as he may determines to pay such storage charges together 
with the cost of such sale, returning the balance to the owner, 

Sec. 5, The storer or his workmen will not be allowed to work 
on or have access to goods in storage unless accompanied by a regular 
warehouse employee of Center Market whose time will be charged as pro- 
vided in Section 7. The warehouse employee will, if requested, assist 
in the work to be done. 

Whenever special warehouse space, service or material of any sort 
is supplied, a fair charge will be made therefor. 
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Sec. 6. If freight and other cash items are advanced for the 
benefit of a customer they are payable on demand, subject to interest 
charges, and such advances will not be made except upon preinspected 
and accepted goods. 

Sec. 7. The following charges per man hour will be assessed for 
extra labor furnished by Superintendent: Common Labor - 75¢; Clerical 
labor $1.00; Minimum charge 50¢. 

sec. 8. A charge will be made for skilled labor according to 
the service rendered. 

Sec, 9, Stock statements furnished by the customer will be checked 
with the books of the Superintendent without charge. If compiled by the 
Superintendent charge will be made as provided in Section 7. 

Warehouse checking or stock taking will be charged as provided in 
Section 7, 

sec. 10. When goods are handled in storage for weighing, sampling, 
inspection, or other conveniences of the customer, a charge will be made 
as provided in Section 7. 

Sec. 11, Rates for storage privileges may be obtained upon appli- 
cation to the Superintendent. 

Sec, 12. The right to move goods from one room to another is reserved. 
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Regulation 9. Farmers Market. 


Section 1. The use of any Space designated by the Superintendent 
for market purposes on B street between 7th and 9th streets without a 
permit is prohibited. Permits may be obtained from the watchman. 

Sec. 2. Sidewalk, pavement and wall spaces on B street designated 
for market purposes by the Superintendent are for the exclusive use of 
farmers. 

sec. 3. The use of sidewalk, pavement or wall space by persons 
who are not bona fide farmers is prohibited. 

sec. 4. The sale or offering for sale of any article not actually 
produced on the farm by the permittee is forbidden, except that permittees 
may purchase from or market for their neighbor farmers articles produced 
by them on their farms. 

Sec. 5. Rates charged for space on B street will be as prescribed 
by law. Payment will be made in cash at the time the permit is delivered. 
sec. 6. No curb space assigned shall exceed 7 feet in width. 

Sec. 7. Adequate passageway between the wall spaces and curb spacé6s 
for the use of the public must be maintained at all times. 

sec. 8. The Superintendent is authorized to require any permittee 
to refund the purchase price of any article or articles to a customer when- 
ever it appears that such permittee in such transaction has misled or de- 
ceived the customer in any manner whatsoever, provided complaint is made by 
the customer to the Superintendent on the day of such transaction. 

sec. 9. The permittee will not sell or keep for sale live stock 
within the space covered by his permit. 

Sec. 10. The wilfull failure on the part of any permittee to 
comply with the provisions of the Act and the regulations will forfeit 
his permit, and thereafter the Superintendent may refuse to grant such 
person another permit to do business in connection with Center Market. 
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sec. ll. Permits are issued subject to the regulations and the 
same are made a part thereof. 


Regulation 10. Miscellaneous. 


section 1. No person will be permitted to occupy more space than 
is allotted to him. 

sec. 2. Alterations or additions to stands, telephones or electrical 
connections, without the approval of the Superintendent, are prohibited. 

Sec. 3. No person will be allowed to encroach upon or obstruct the 
aisles, doorways, or approaches to Center Market except in such manner and 
to such extent the Superintendent may permit. 

Sec. 4. The parking of vehicles or any other obstruction to the 
passageways, alleys, or approaches to Center Market is prohibited except 
in such manner and to such extent as the Superintendent may permit. 

sec. 5. Vehicles will not be allowed in the market grounds longer 
than necessary to unload or load except by special permit from the Superin— 
tendent. 

sec. 6. Trucks or conveyors shall be pulled and not pushed through 
the doors of the market. 

Sec. 7. The use of trucks, wheelbarrows, or other conveyors in the 
aisles of the market or on the sidewalks adjoining thereto which will ob- 
struct free passage in the aisles and on the sidewalks during market hours is 
forbidden, except that standholders will be permitted to use trucks approved 
by the Superintendent for transporting goods to and from the cold storage 
rooms before 7 a.m. and after 1 p.m. daily. 

sec. 8. When trucks or other conveyors are not in use they shall 
be kept at the owner's risk at locations prescribed by the Superintendent. 

Sec. 9. Admittance to the engine and boiler rooms is forbidden to 
everyones except the holders of special permits from the Superintendent. 

Sec. 10. Tampering with meters, fixtures, and electrical devices 
is prohibited, 

sec. 11. No person will be allowed access to the cold storage rooms 
except under such rules and conditions as may be perscribed by the Superin-— 
tendent. Passenger elevators will be used for passenger carrying purposes 
only. 

sec. 12. The operation of elevators in Center Market by any person 
not authorized to do so by the Superintendent is forbidden. 

Sec. 13. All damages to Government property due to the negligence 
of any leasee, permittee or privilege holder, or his employees, will be 
repaired by or under the direction of the Superintendent and the cost 
thereof paid by such leasee, permittee, or privilege holder as directed by 
the Superintendent. 

Sec. 14. Signs and placards shall be displayed subject to the 
approval of the Superintendent. 

Sec. 15. All counters and fixtures used. in Center Market are 
subject to the approval of the Superintendent. 

Sec. 16. Employees in the U. S. Department of Agriculture in 
Center Market will be governed by such necessary rules and conditions as 
are in force and effect upon the taking over of the property by the Secre- 
tary until notice of change or modification thereof is received from the 
Secretary or his authorized representative. 

sec. 17. Standholders shall not arrange any article in such a manner 
as to deceive the public as to the real character of the article. 

Sec. 18. Standholders shall plainly mark the price of articles offered 
for sale. 
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
